—The long-threat­ 
ened march on the New York and 
Cleveland Gas Coal com pany’s mines 
was said to have begun from McKees­ 
port at m idnight. 
Sheriff Lowry was 
advised early iii the afternoon of the 
movement and sent out for his deputies, 
which he has had enrolled. W ith these 
he proposes to stop all depredations on 
the com pany’s property mid see th at 
the miners w ert not molested. 
Sheriff Lowry went out to the mines 
on a special train last night with 85 
deputies, armed w ith W iiicnesters and 
revolvers. The miners say they merely 
mean to do missionary work among 
De.Vrmitt’s men. 
K. V. Debs, M. D. Ratchford aud 
several other orators, it is said, will be 
at DeA rm it’s mines by Thursday to 
hold meetings. 
Til*' place has not heeu 
selected yet. 
The arbitrators, striving to settle the 
strike by peaceable means, will bud 
more harmony among the operators if 
the New York and Cleveland mines 
close down, aud a request will be made 
to Mr. DeArmit to this effect pending 
negotiations. 
Mr. DeArmit claims he 
is only suppiyiug his regular trude aud 
is doing nothing to injure the strike by 
supplying outsiders or speculators w ith • 
coal 
Furtherm ore, he has to buy 60 
cars a duy to do this. 
W illiam Brennen, attorney for the 
U nited Mine Workers, bas in course of 
preparation papers to enter suit against 
W. P. DeArmit, president of the New 
York and Cleveland (his Coal company, 
for refusing to comply w ith the law in 
paying his men for the coal mined be­ 
fore screening. 
Mr. De Arm it refused to comply w ith 
the law, as he had a contract w ith bis 
men to the effect th at he should mine 
coal to be screened and only that which 
passed over the screen would he paid 
for. 
The river operators wrill hold a m eet­ 
ing at the coal exchange rooms tomor­ 
row at 11 o’clock. 
The mine owners 
loading coul on the river will join w ith 
the rail operators in bringing peace to 
tho coal m ining industry. 
Tho hour 
appointed for the m eeting is the same 
as the hour set for the rail operators, at 
the court house. 
The rail operators also meet tomor­ 
row. 
A notice has been posted at the Alli­ 
son mine, new Canonsburg, to the 
eff ect that all the men ret using to go to 
work today will be discharged. 
The 
strikers were ordered off the field rn 
which they are camping by a deputy, 
but Joseph Arnold, owner of the held, 
told the strikers they m ight rem aiu. 
The miners who went to work Satur­ 
day at the Allison did so through a side 
entrance, which is removed 200 yards 
from the public road and belongs to the 
company. 
Since the injunction was 
served on the strikers they dare not 
trespass ou the com pany’s property. 
The U nited Mine W orkers have a 
large force of men out soliciting aid for 
the strikers. 
These are m aking a care­ 
ful canvass and m any wugouloads of 
provisions are being shipped to the 
starving miners. 
It is said th at the 
Pittsburg and Chicago Coal company is 
one of the few firms which allows their 
m iners credit at the company store. 
M any other firms refuse to give the 
men anything and their condition is 
becoming serious.

Canadian and Italian asbestus w ill 
Bud a serious competitor in the blue as­ 
bestus recently discovered In the Cape 
Polony, since tile South A frican product 
is less than half as bt avy and furnishes 
fibers considerably finer and long* rthan 
any other. The South African fil er has 
been worked into v * I a, which are but 
little inferior to ti • <* me*:* < f vm etal Ie 
fiber and are absoil ’ * I * fir* jt* * f. T a inc, 
cord and rope made of this I ai*1 asbestus 
w ill not only resist fin’, hut also most 
of tho known chem it a h , 
oui vc vapors 
and atmospheric infic* 
•*. These q u al­ 
ities w ill open a new held for the em 
ploy men to t asbestus fabrics in chem ical 
laboratories and 
for 
the calkin g of 
cheniii a1 apparatus. 
In order to test the resistance of the 
new m aterial a blue nstiestus rope of 
about three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
c ter was weighted ut one end w ith 
320 
pounds and exposed to a constant flame 
from a large gas jet, so that the rope for 
a considerable length WM surrounded 
by tire. 
The cord only broke after 22 
hours. 
S till it was a trifle lighter than 
a rep*' of the same diam eter made of 
Russian hemp. 
Compared w ith a new 
hemp rope, the asbestus rope has two- 
thirds of its strength, but as the ropes 
get older the proportion is altered in 
favor of asbestus ropes, since they suffer 
but very little from the influences of 
the atmosphere. 
Another novel application of this m a­ 
terial is tile w orking of blue asbestus 
fiber into mattresses for hospitals. They 
are cooler iii summer and warm er in 
w inter than those made either of ani­ 
mal hair or vegetable fiber, aud no ver­ 
min can live in this mattress. 
E xperi­ 
ments are no>v being made of w orking 
this fiber into cloth for firem en’s ap­ 
parel. 
Of course the long fiber of blue 
asbestos can also be employed for all 
the uses to which w hite asbestus has 
been put heretofore. W hile a trifle more j 
expensive, its superior qualities made it 
w ell worth the difference.— P h iladel­ 
phia Record.

themselves together by means of some 
glutinous m atter and form a huge ser- 
pf'iit-like muss, often reaching a length 
of Itetweeu 40 and 50 feet and several 
inches in thickness. 
As the sciara is 
only on an average about three thirty- 
seconds of an inch in length, w ith no 
appreciable breadth whatever, the num ­ 
ber required to compote a continuous 
line of the siae above mentioned it al­ 
most incalculable. 
Their pac^ is, of 
conree, very slow, and upon meeting 
an obstacle, such as a stick or stone, 
they w ill either w rithe over or around 
it, sometimes breaking into two bodies 
for this pnrpote. 
M. Guerln-M eneville, a celebrated 
French naturalist, says that if the rear 
portion of this 
wonderful snakelike 
procession be brought into contact w ith 
the front part a uda so rto f circle formed 
the insects w ill keep moving round in 
that circle for hours w ithout apparently 
noticing that they are getting no “ for­ 
rader” on their journey.

Another question of very great import­ 
ance is that of the establishment or our 
currency and banking system on a better 
basis, which I commented upon In my in­ 
augural address in the following words: 
“Our financial system needs * me re 
vision; our money is all good now, but 
its value must not fort lier be threatened 
It should all lie put upon an enduring 
basis, not subject to easy attack nor its 
stability subject to doubt or dispute 
“The several forms of our paper money 
offer, in my judgment, a constant embar­ 
rassment to the government and imperil 
a safe balatte,** in th* treasury.” 
Nothing was settled more clearly at the 
late national election than the determ I na 
thin upon the part of the people to lfbep 
their currency stable In value and equal 
to that of the most advanced nations of 
the world. 
The soundness of our currency I* no­ 
where questioned. No logs can occur to 
its holders. It is the system which should 
bo simplified and strengthened, keeping 
our money just as good as It is now with 
less expense to the government and the 
people. 
Tile sentiment of the country is strongly 
in favor of early action by congress in 
this direction, to revise our currency 
laws and remove them from partisan cot 
tendon. 
A notable assembly of business men, 
with delegates from *2® states and terri­ 
tories, was held at indianapolis in Janu­ 
ary of this year. The financial situation 
commanded their earnest attention, and, 
after a tw<» days’ session, the convention 
recommended to congress the appoint­ 
ment of a monetary commission. 
I commend this report to the consider­ 
ation of congress. The authors of the re­ 
port recommend a commission “to make 
a thorough investigation of the monetary 
affairs and needs of this country in all 
relations and aspects, and to make proper 
suggestions a- to any evils found to exist 
and the remedies therefor.” 
T his subj(s*t should receive tho atten­ 
tion of congress at its special session. It 
ought not to Is* postponed until the rcgu 
lur session. 
I, therefore, urgently recommend that 
a special commission do created, non-par­ 
tisan in its character, to be composed of 
well-informed citizens of different parties 
v, ho w iii command (no confidence of con­ 
gress anil the country because of their 
special fitness for the work, whose duty it 
situ!! lie to make recommendations of 
whatever changes in our present banking 
and currency laws may be found neces­ 
sary and expedient, and to report their 
conclusions on or before the flr-t day of 
November next, in order that the same 
may ive transmitted by me to congress f >r 
its consideration at its 
first regular 
session. 
It is to Im’ hoped that tile report thus 
made will lie so comprehensive and sound 
as to r<Ochre the support of all parties ami 
the favorable act ion of congress. 
At all events such a report cannot fall 
to bo of value to tim executive branch of 
the government, as well as to those 
charged with public legislation, and to 
greatly assist in th** establishment of an 
improved system of finance.

bunter as a restorative, hung in bags 
round the necks of infants as a,preserv- 
ative and sprinkled on the dead. In 
fact, every action of these Indians is 
! sanctified by this powder, so that, as 
Captain Bourke writes in the ninth 
volume of “ The Report of the Bureau 
of Ethnology” (Sm it bion ion), “ plenty 
of hoddentin has come to mean that a 
particular performance or place is sa­ 
cred. ” 
Captain Bourke shows many analogies 
to the use of this sacred powder both 
in the east aud among the ancient 
Greeks aud Romans, aud it is clear that 
sim ilar practices with regard to “ m ed­ 
icine” — that is, magic—have prevailed 
everywhere and in all ages, for super­ 
stition seems to be the universal heri­ 
tage of man, so deeply ingrained in his 
very nature th at all the efforts of phi­ 
losophers and “ thirteen” club* w ill not 
avail to root it out. 
Medicine bags or 
amulets will continue to be worn open 
ly or secretly not only by the wild In 
diau and the Kaffir, but by many among 
ourselves who cling to the beliefs hand­ 
ed down probably from remote prehis­ 
toric ages.—Chambers' Journal.
